I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1941. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Report  has  been  kept  as  short  as  possible  and  only  the  most 
important  facts  have  been  given. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  well 
maintained  and  there  has  been  little  or  no  curtailment  in  the  health 
services. 

A disquieting  feature,  however,  has  been  the  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis,  a fact  which  has  been  observed  through- 
out the  country  as  a whole. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  volume  of  A.R.P.  work 
which  has  had  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  and 
which  has  encroached  heavily  on  the  time  of  the  staff. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  help  given  by  members  of 
the  Council,  by  colleagues  and  staff.

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(1)  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Registrar-General  gives  two  figures  for  the  registered 
live-births,  both  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 

1.  For  the  calculation  of  the  birth-rate  1,060,  comprising  518 

male  and  542  females. 

2.  For  the  calculation  of  the  infantile  and  maternal  mortality 

rates  1,062,  comprising  518  males  and  544  females. 

The  live-birth  rate  is  thus  17.88  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
the  corresponding  figure  for  1940  being  18.62. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.2. 

Illegitimate  live-births  numbered  30. 

The  still-birth  rate  per  1,000'  total  (live  and  still-births)  was 
35.5,  the  figure  for  1940  being  37.6. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  numbered  71  (of  which  31 
died  in  the  first  month  of  life),  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  of  67.  This  compares  favourably  with  1940 
when  the  rate  was  72.

Heart  disease  still  continues  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of 
death,  with  cancer  taking*  second  place.  Pneumonia  and  bronchitis 
together  still  form  a high  percentage  of  the  total  deaths,  and  it 
is  disappointing  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  new  forms  of  therapy 
available,  66  out  of  the  72  notified  cases  of  pneumonia  died. 

While  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  rather  less  than 
last  year,  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  considerably 
increased. 

Maternal  deaths  numbered  5,  giving  a rate  of  4.5  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births.  This,  unfortunately,  is  a very  dis- 
appointing figure,  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  2.23. 
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(2)  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

There  were  12  midwives  in  the  service  of  the  Authority  during 
the  year,  and  they  attended  892  confinements.  Six  deliveries  were 
carried  out  in  the  Borough  by  outside  midwives.  Medical  aid  was 
sought  in  317  cases.

(4)  SCABIES. 

This  skin  disease  continued  to  be  very  prevalent,  and  a total 
of  836  cases  was  treated  at  the  Clinics  and  the  Sanitary  Depot. 
On  the  14th  November,  1941,  the  Scabies  Order  came  into  force 
and  empowered  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  compel  patients 
to  have  treatment,  if  necessary,  for  scabies  and  other  verminous 
conditions. 

(5)  VITAMIN  SUPPLEMENTS  for  children  under  2 years. 

A scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  8th  December,  1941, 
whereby  children  under  2 years  of  age  were  supplied  free  with 
cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices.  These  were  issued  from  all  the 
Welfare  Clinics. 

(6)  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINICS. 

230  attendances  were  made  for  orthopaedic  treatment,  and 
1,173  for  massage.  At  the  Ultra-violet  Ray  Clinics  the  children 
made  697  attendances.

(12)  MATERNITY  HOME  ACCOMMODATION. 

No  facilities  exist  in  the  Borough.  36  cases  were  confined 
in  the  Rosemary  Ednam  Home,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council 
continuing  the  arrangement  whereby  the  Dudley  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  had  reserved  for  them  the  use  of  four 
beds  per  month. 

3 cases  were  confined  in  New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton, 
under  arrangements  made  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

The  same  arrangements  for  the  admission  of  abnormal 
obstetric  cases  continued  as  in  1940. 

(13)  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC.

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(18)  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  following  is  a short  report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  during  1941. 

The  number  of  new  patients  was  224,  these  making  3,947 
attendances.  566  serological  tests  were  performed  at  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Stafford,  and  363  bacteriological 
examinations  were  made  at  the  clinic. 

The  number  of  injections  given  for  the  treatment  of  syphilis 
was  1,711. 

151  patients  were  discharged  after  completion  of  treatment 
and  final  tests  of  cure.  34  defaulted  before  completion  of  treatment 
and  7 after  completion  of  treatment  but  before  final  tests  of  cure. 
29  cases  were  transferred  to  other  centres.

1,063  children  under  5 were  immunised  against  diphtheria, 
the  preparation  used  being  A.P.T.,  in  two  doses  of  0.2  c.c.  and 
0.5  c.c.  at  four  weeks’  interval. 

(21)  ACCOMMODATION  for  cases  of  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

On  the  1st  October,  1941,  the  West  Midlands  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  of  which  Dudley  is  a constituent  authority,  opened  Moxley 
Hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  This 
should  materially  improve  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  which 
has  existed  for  the  past  few  years,  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
in-patient  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  for  Dudley,  and 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  comment  in  previous  reports. 

(22)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  during-  1941 
was  87,  an  increase  of  62  on  1940. 

The  total  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1941  was  390.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting-  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  for  the  year  1941. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  a year  of  hard 
work,  with  heavy  competing  duties,  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  curtail  to  any  extent  the  scope  of  the  School  Medical  work. 

A disquieting  feature  has  been  the  increasing  incidence  of 
lousiness,  impetigo  and  scabies. 

What  must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  however,  is  the 
absence  of  clinical  evidence  of  a reduced  standard  of  nutrition 
among  the  children. 

Credit  is  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year.

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Medical  Inspection. 

The  average  number  of  children  on  the  registers  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools  during  the  year  was  8,870  and  the  average  attendance 
was  7,477. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  in  the  three  age  groups  are 
given  below,  the  figures  for  last  year  being  given  for  comparison. 
It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a satisfactory  increase  in  the  number 
of  children  inspected.  There  was,  fortunately,  no  need  to  decrease 
the  scope  of  the  School  Medical  Services  through  staffing  diffi- 
culties.

The  number  of  defects  discovered  was  1,404,  of  which  432 
required  treatment  and  972  observation  only. 

The  number  of  special  examinations  was  4,615. 

Findings  at  Medical  Inspection. 

The  routine  inspections  showed  that  419  individual  children 
were  found  to  require  treatment  (excluding  defects  of  nutrition, 
uncleanliness  and  dental  defects),  giving  a percentage  of  12.8% 
of  those  inspected.  Last  year  the  percentage  was  23%. 

Nutrition. 

There  was  no  clinical  evidence  at  routine  inspections  of  a 
deterioration  in  the  general  nutrition  of  the  children  (see  table  at 
end  of  report). 

360  children  were  classified  as  being  slightly  subnormal  as 
compared  with  388  last  year.  This  must  be  regarded  as  satis- 
factory and  indicates  that  there  is  no  measurable  adverse  effect 
from  dietary  restrictions. 

Lousiness. 

Lousiness  and  lack  of  personal  cleanliness  is  still  on  the 
increase.  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  in  the  schools 
was  81,881  and  1,55]  individual  children  were  found  to  be  ver- 
minous, this  being  an  increase  of  313  on  the  previous  year’s  total 
of  1,238  which  was  itself  a high  figure. 

The  two  auxiliary  nurses  who  were  appointed  at  the  close  of 
1940  have  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  and  have  relieved 
the  school  nurses  of  much  work  in  connection  with  uncleanliness, 
verminous  conditions  and  scabies. 
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Statutory  cleansing  was  undertaken  in  59  cases  under  Section 
87  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  and  there  were  2 prosecutions 
under  the  school  attendance  bve-laws. 

j 

Several  lousiness  surveys  were  carried  out  in  the  schools  and 
the  results  classified.  The  children  of  certain  schools  were  found 
to  be  habitual  offenders  and  constantly  showed  the  highest  per- 
centage of  verminous  heads. 


Skin  Diseases. 

Impetigo  and  scabies  continue  to  show  increasing  prevalence 
and  form  a large  proportion  of  minor  ailments  treated  at  the 
clinics. 

897  cases  of  impetigo  were  treated  at  the  clinics  and  these 
were  often  associated  with  lousiness  and  scabies.  604  cases  of 
scabies  were  treated.  The  treatment  of  this  latter  condition  was 
carried  out  by  the  nurses,  the  auxiliary  nurses,  and  by  female  civil 
defence  workers.  Special  treatment  sessions  were  arranged  at  the 
clinics  and  at  the  Sanitary  Depot,,  and  every  effort  was  made  to 
see  that  all  members  of  an  infected  family  received  treatment  at 
the  same  time.  Many  cases  of  reinfection  were  encountered,  how- 
ever, usually  because  of  failure  of  adult  members  of  a family  to 
attend.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  powers  under  the  Scabies  Order, 
1941,  will  remedy  this. 

NSinor  Ailments. 

The  total  number  of  defects  treated  at  minor  ailment  clinics 
was  4,104,  of  which  a great  many  were  skin  diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye. 

At  routine  inspections  170  children  were  found  to  have  defec- 
tive vision,  and  there  were  51  cases  of  squint. 

299  children  were  refracted  at  the  ophthalmic  clinic  and  glasses 
were  prescribed  for  151  children. 

Operative  treatment  was  carried  out  in  4 cases. 

Defects  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

The  number  of  children  found  at  routine  and  special  inspec- 
tions to  have  defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  was  618.  Of 
these  208  required  treatment  and  410  were  kept  under  observation. 

At  the  clinics  464  cases  were  treated,  251  being  referred  for 
operative  treatment. 

Dental  Defects. 

A total  of  7,502  routine  inspections  and  1,842  special  inspec- 
tions were  made  by  the  School  Dental  Officers  during  the  year, 
and  4,849  children  were  found  to  require  treatment. 
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Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

At  routine  inspections,  7 orthopaedic  defects  were  discovered 
which  required  treatment,  and  160  observation. 

The  arrangements  for  treatment  at  the  orthopaedic  clinic 
remained  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  was  174. 

In  addition,  there  were  2,267  attendances  for  massage  and 
electrical  treatment. 

Ultra-Violet  Therapy. 

The  total  attendances  made  by  school  children  was  1,246,  and 
the  principal  conditions  treated  were  debility,  bronchitis  and 
alopecia. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  46  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  school  children,  with  4 
deaths,  and  40  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  with  no  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  in  school  children  was  3, 
and  of  these  2 were  pulmonary.  The  total  number  of  school  child- 
ren now  on  the  register  is  43.  There  was  one  death  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

Immunisation. 

1,531  School  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria. 
The  preparations  used  were  A.P.T.  and  T.A.F. 

Provision  of  School  IVieals  and  EVlilk. 

Free  meals  are  supplied  to  children  who  are  recommended  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer  and  whose  parents’  income  falls  within 
the  scale  approved  by  the  Education  Committee.  Meals  are  sup- 
plied on  every  school  day,  and  the  results  are  judged  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  It  is  hoped  to  arrange  for  the  scheme  in  connection 
with  meals  for  payment  to  be  put  into  operation  at  a very  early 
date. 

Free  milk  to  necessitous  cases  and  at  cost  price  for  others 
continued  to  be  supplied.  In  view  of  the  shortage  of  first-class 
protein  it  is  now  a matter  of  the  greatest  importance  that  every 
child  should  receive  milk  in  school.  Approximately  5,989  children 
were  taking  advantage  of  the  scheme  at  the  close  of  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Dudley. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Taylor  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  thirteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  and  Public  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1941,  I have  again  confined  myself  to  a record  of 
facts,  in  so  far  as  they  concern  essential  items  for  the  continuity 
of  permanent  record. 

Comparison  with  the  records  given  in  the  Report  for  1940, 
recently  issued,  will  show  that  the  number  of  visits  have  reduced 
considerably. 

The  salvage  record,  on  the  contrary,  shows  an  increase  in 
tons  collected  and  sold,  which  should  speak  for  itself  as  to  its 
effect  on  the  time  of  officers  and  workpeople.  An  average  sale 
of  salvage  to  the  sum  of  £530  per  month,  which  was  the  position 
through  1941,  means  quite  a lot  of  daily  activity  in  collection, 
sorting  and  preparation  for  sale.  It  constitutes,  in  fact,  a definite 
business  or  trade  of  its  own  of  no  mean  order,  but  has  to  be  taken 
in  one’s  stride  amongst  other  war-time  and  normal  duties. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  all  the  workpeople  (men  and  women) 
and  Foremen,  and  also  to  Mrs.  Powell,  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  and  to  Mr.  L.  Eastwood,  Assistant  Cleansing  Superinten- 
dent for  their  part  in  the  salvage  effort. 

It  was  a distinct  compliment  to  the  Borough  to  have  official 
acknowledgment  of  the  Street  Salvage  Depot  Scheme,  initiated 
in  the  Borough,  as  one  of  the  methods  of  collection  to  be  recom- 
mended in  Salvage  Circular  No.  58,  and  then  finally  to  have  it 
specially  advocated  in  Salvage  Circular  No.  70. 

Losses  to  the  services  and  to  industry  of  Officers  and  men 
continued  during  the  year,  so  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  effi- 
cient administration.  The  total  male  members  lost  to  the  staff 
up  to  May  5th,  1942,  being  nine,  5 Inspectors  and  4 Clerks. 
The  only  replacements  possible  were  three  junior  clerks. 

The  resolution  of  the  Council  in  February,  1942,  not  to  claim 
for  the  retention  of  any  servant  aged  30  years  or  under  at  the 
time  of  registration,  foretold  a further  serious  depletion  of  the 
Inspectorate  services  involving  the  loss  of  two  District  Inspectors 
in  Messrs.  Vale  and  Eastwood,  and  the  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Wood. 

The  extent  to  which  Public  Sanitary  Services  would  be 
affected  by  such  losses  was  made  quite  clear  by  the  Chairman 
and  myself  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  by  the  Chairman  to  the 
Council.

io  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Coteimittee 
the  County  Borough  of  Dudley. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Taylor  and  Gentlemen, 

In. submitting  the  thirteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  and  Public  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1941,  I have  again  confined  myself  to  a record  of 
facts,  in  so  far  as  they  concern  essential  items  for  the 
continuity  of  permanent  record. 

Comparison  with  the  records  given  in  the  report  for  1940, 
recently  issued, will  show  that  the  number  of  visits  have  reduced 
considerably. 

The  Salvage  record,  on  the  contrary,  shows  an  increase  in 
tons  collected  and  sold,  which  should  speak  for  itself  as  to 
its  effect  on  the  time  of  officers  and  workpeople.  An  average 
sale  of  salvage  to  the  sum  of  £530.  per  month,  which  was  the 

position  through  1941,  means  quite  a lot  of  daily  activity  in 

collection,  sorting  and,  preparation  for  sale.  It  constitutes 
in  fact  a definite  business  or  trade  of  its  own  of  no  mean 
order,  but  has  to  be  taken  in  one’s  stride  amongst  other  war  time 
and  normal  duties , 

Great  credit  is  due  to  all  the  workpeople  (men  and  women) 
and  Foremen,  and  also  to  Mrs.  Powell  of  the  Womens  Voluntary 
Service,  and  to  Mr.  L . Eastwood,  Assistant  Cleansing  Superintendent 
for  their  part  in  the  salvage  effort. 

It  was  a distinct  compliment  to  the  Borough  to  have  official 
acknowledgement  of  the  Street  Salvage  Depot  Scheme,  initiated 

in  the  Borough,  as  one  of  the  methods  of  collection  to  be 

recommended  in  Salvage  Circular  No.  58,  and  then  finally  to  have 
it  specially  advocated  in  Salvage  Circular  No.  70. 

Losses  to  the  services  and  to  industry  of  Officers  and  men 
continued  during  the  year,  so  as  to  seriously  interfere  with 
efficient  administration.  The  total  male  members  lost  to  the 

staff  up  to  May  5th,  1942,  being  nine,  5 Inspectors  and  4 clerks. 
The  only  replacements  possible  were  three  junior  clerks. 

The  resolution  of  the  Council  in  February  1942,  not  to  claim 
for  the  retention  of  any  servant  aged  30  years  or  under  at  the  time 
of  registration,  foretold  a further  serious  depletion  of  the 
Inspectorate  services  Involving  the  loss  of  two  District  Inspectors 
in  Messrs,  Vale  and  Eastwood,  and  the  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Wood. 

The  extent  to  which  Public  Sanitary  services  would  be 
affected  by  such  losses  was  made  quite  clear  by  the  Chairman  and 
myself  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  by  the  Chairman  to  the 
Council .
